Happy  New  Year  to  our  old  friends  and  new  customers  I This 
will  be  an  eventful  year  for  collectors  of  Inaugural  Medals. 
Foremost  will  be  the  issuance  of  a new  Official  Inaugural 
Medal  for  Jimmy  Carter  by  the  Franklin  Mint.  You  can  be 
certain  that  the  superb  FM  marketing  department  will  make’ 
this  Official  Inaugural  Medal  the  most  widely  sold  of  all. 

Not  to  be  outdone,  the  Medallic  Art  Company,  producers  of 
many  of  our  past  Official  Inaugural  Medals,  has  introduced 
their  own  Carter-Mondale  commemorative  inaugural  medals  of 
superior  quality.  These  medals,  with  their  very  limited 
editions,  have  proved  extremely  popular  and  will  be  sold  out 
in  short  order. 

Of  equal  importance  is  the  publication  of  two  new  books  on 
inaugural  medals.  Richard  B.  Dusterberg  has  published  the 
second  edition  of  The  Official  Inaugural  Medals  of  the  Pres- 
idents of  the  United  States.  More  than  any  other  man,  Dick 
is  responsible  for  the  popularity  and  generous  prices  for 
these  medals.  Before  the  publication  of  his  first  edition, 
few  people  even  knew  the  difference  between  the  OffCcial 
Inaugural  Medal  and  the  US  Mint’s  Presidential  Medal.  His 
new  edition  is  expanded  with  new  information  and  a much  needed 
update  on  the  valuation  guide. 

Neil  MacNeil’s  The  President’s  Medal  1789-1977  is  certainly 
the  magnum  opus  on  the  subject.  He  starts  with  the  inaugural 
mementoes  of  George  Washington  and  goes  forward , examining  how 
the  first  official  badges  developed  and  from  them-  the  Official 
Inaugural  Medals.  His  story  is  told  in  an  anecdotal  style 
which  breathes  life  into  each  medal.  We  learn,  for  example, 
that  the  ragged  interior  border  of  the  1941  medal  was  designed 
by  sculptor  Jo  Davidson  to  be  after  the  manner  of  an  ancient 
Greek  coin.  We  can  almost  hear  FDR’s  exuberant  telegraphed 
thank  you ^ ’’The  medal  is  grand--the  Oligarch  of  ancient  Syracuse 
approves . ” 

Both  of  these  important  volumes  belong  in  your  library. 

The  new  FM  and  MACO  medals  and  Dusterberg  and  MacNeil  books 
will  have  a significant  impact  upon  the  inaugural  medal  market. 
Thousands  of  new  collectors  will  emerge  and  many  will  begin 
collecting  the  older  issues.  The  handwriting  is  on  the  wall  I 
We  have  already  sold  more  Nixon,  Ford  and  Rockefeller  medals 
in  the  past  two  weeks  than  we  have  sold  in  the  past  six  months  I 

It  will  only  be  a matter  of  time  before  these  new  collectors 
work  their  way  back  to  the  older  medals.

MacNeil’s  research  has  indicated  that  only  "several  hundred"  of 
these  badges  with  the  medal  attached  were  made.  Most  of  the 
committee  members  wore  only  silk  ribbons  stamped  for  the  committee 
involved  and  using  the  same  hanger  as  the  badges  with  medals.

The  obverse  of  this 
struck  medal  is  the  obverse  of  the  1901  Official  Medal  and  the 
reverse  is  that  of  the  1897  Official  medal  I Undoubtedly  this 
medal  was  struck  by  Davison  and  submitted  for  consideration  to 
the  Committee  along  with  the  adopted  version.  We  recently  pur- 
chased this  medal  from  the  estate  of  a former  member  of  the  1901 
Committee.  We  know  of  only  one  other  example  and  doubt  if  many 
more  could  possibly  exist.  Almost  Uncirculated $2,250.00

MacNeil’s  research  indicates  that  slightly  more  than  90  of 
medals  were  contributed  to  the  war  effort  and  were  melted, 
accumulation  of  51  medals  which  surfaced  in  1968  have  been 
in  the  market  and  no  other  significant  accumulations  exist 
knowledge.

MACO  wanted  the  committee  to  authorize  the  sale  of 
silver  medals  and  these  were  samples  to  show  what  the  medal  would 
look  like  in  silver.  Later  the  decision  was  made  to  number  the 
medals  offered  to  the  public.  We  recently  purchased  a small 
number  of  these  medals  from  the  estate  of  Joseph  McGarraghy,
